HI Ben, 


Well the FRR's are xreally*x big and heavy, but sooooo coool. My favorite 
one has orange submarine lights for the dials. If you turn out the room 
lights it is a neat effect. 


As you probably know, they sets were built by National at the end of the 
tube era. Indeed there are some silicon rectifiers here and there in them. 
There was an A and a B model, but the differences between them are not 
many. I think this was the last National major military contract. They 
built two variants in terms of mounting. One goes in a relay rack and the 
other in a frame which was shipboard mounted. The nomenclature changes 
based on the mounting. One is the FRR-59 and the other the WRR-2. 


What you get is almost or equal-to R390 dynamic performance, and also... 


- smooth tuning at a very fine rate so that even the most crowded SSB or 
CW signals can be selected. It is something like 10 kHz per revolution. 


- mechanical counter dial accuracy to the nearest 100 Hz 


- very nice sounding filters, sharp but with no ringing, and better 
choices than the R390. You get 12 and 6 kHz AM, 3.2 kHz SSB, and 350 Hz CW 


- super stablity. It is a tube-based PLL design good to 1 part in 10*x*10 
per month, if memory serves 


- ISB mode for side band. Now this works xreally*x well for SWBC ‘cuz you 
and the broadcast station are exactly on the same freq and stay there, 
thus there is no several-to-fractional-Hz beating and you get 2-channel 
exalted-carrier reception 


- very nice sounding SSB detectors 
- variable BFO for CW operation 


- LOTS of knobs to twiddle when tuning. This could be seen as a negative, 
but I like it. There is the coarse tuning knob, fine tuning knob, RF 
peaking, antenna trim and even another control I forget. During coarse 
tuning you have to watch a meter for a dip, which indicates the loop is 
in lock. On fine tuning you can do the same in 500 Hz increments, or 
switch to "continuous" mode and not sweat it (which is what I always do). 


- the manual (a must have) is *xvery*x complete and clear and has excellent 
comprehensive troubleshooting trees. 


- the construction quality is superb, equal to anything Collins built 
both in terms of electrical wiring and mechanical parts. The rotating 
drum frequency dial is a mechanical marvel. 


Here is the bad news: 


- because of their weight, they almost all have suffered case-fit problems 
by being banged around after decomissioning. The set is built in two units 
which slide out and pivot from their respective cases for ease of 
servicing. Much better deal than the R-390 xbut*x this mechanism is fragile 
relative to rough-handling. 


- much lower reliability than the R-390 simply due to parts count. I 
think there are 65 tubes in it. Mercifully about 50 are of two or three 
types. 


- if you use it in a warm environment you will have to endure the 
thermostatically controlled fan kicking on. The fan is a large one right 
on the front panel almost in your face. 


- there was a bad design with a "blister" on the inside of the rear of 
each case unit which supplies power and signals to the outside and then, 
via coax and MS connectors loops around to the other case. The blister 
easily gets munged and makes bad electrical contact. Further when someone 
disconnects the internal cabinet AC power feed which is, believe it or 
not, on a spring-loaded cord reel and then pulls out one of the 
electronics drawers with the power ON, it is smoke city. There is a 
secondary AC power feed through the signal block of the blister which arcs 
as the connectors unmate as the electronics slide out. 


- to cut down on heat generation they switch the filaments on and off for 
the used/un-used detector section, respectively. So when you go from AM to 
SSB or vice-versa you have to wait for the tubes to warm. 


- even though it is a modular design, the modules are not easily removed 
and/or worked on while dangling from the set. They are fed with wires using 
barrier strips. So to remove a module you have to unscrew sometimes 30 
spade terminals, then unbolt the module from the frame. Other modules 
require unsoldering stuff to remove. Similarly if you have to work on one 
of the complete electronics drawers out of its cabinet you need an 
impossible-to-find extension cable. 


Well that is the report. I think I'll post it to the net in general in 
case others are interested.

Humming along......... ; 


> The subject of “hum modulation" still eludes me. You can notice it 
> on a be radio stn. when driving under a power line. 


Power lines are notable for being noisy because they are great broadcast 
antennas for the harmonics of 60 Hz caused by all kinds of non-linear loads 
connected to the power distribution system by customers. Looking at a 
typical urban power line with an oscilloscope will reveal hordes of noise 
spikes created by those loads. The 12KV overhead lines in typical old 
neighborhoods radiate RF noise from weak corona discharge which of course 
is 100% modulated at 120 Hz. Arcing due to creapage on insulator surfaces 
adds to the din. The power poles are alive with dancing electrons merrily 
emitting RF noise for your listening disgust.

Hi Jose Gavila and BA clan, 


Your #1 problem will be making a good RF ground for a upstairs shack. A 
good ground would be a half inch or larger copper water pipe dropping 
vertically down to about 3 or more feet below ground. Tee off and run 
about 20 feet or more of half inch copper pipe in both directions. This 
horizontal run has one eigth inch holes drilled through pipe about every 
12 inches. Put end caps on all pipes and put a tee in the vertical section 
and run in household water through a hand valve. Local plumbing codes may 
require a vacuum brake valve in the 
water line. 

If the ground dries out, you can open the valve and rewet the soil for 
low resistance. 

There still might be enough inductance in system to have a lot of RF volts 
on shack ground especially on the high bands. This inductance can be tuned out 
for a particular band by a series variable cap.
